Oscar 8. Straus, who ran for governor in 
New York; William H. Hotchkiss, former 
Progressive state chairman, and former Con- 
gretsman W. Bourke Cockran made speeches. 


Will Be No Turning Back. 

~ “The Progressive party has come to stay.“ 
Mr. Roosevelt said. “It will amalgamate 
With neither of the two old parties, both of 
Which are boss controlled and privilege rid- 
den. We believe that in each of those par- 
fies, however, there are hundreds of thou- 
ande of good, honest men and women, who 
Are progressives.

Occasion Fitting One. 

“It is peculiarly fitting to speak to the rep- 
resentatives of the Progressive party on Lin- 
foln's birthday, for we Progressives, and we 
alone, are today the representatives of the 
men of Lincoln’s day who upheld the hands 
of Lincoln and aided him in the great task 
to which he gave his life and in doing which 
he met his death.

AT NEW THEATER 


Empress 150 Ton Canopy Col-. 


lapses in Halsted Street, 
Badly Injuring Workman. 


PERIL TO FUTURECROWDS 


Another theater accident due to faulty con- 
struction will be investigated by the building 


department today—two days after it hap- 


pened. As in the case of the Home theater, 
the fact that the playhouse was not open to 
the public probably prevented a loss of life. 

Saturday afternoon at 12:45 o'clock the 
heavy steel and glass canopy, weighing 150 
tons, being erected in front of the new. Hal- 
sted street Empress theater at 6226 South 
Halsted street, suddenly collapsed. One 
workman was badly hurt. He was hurried 
away to a hospital and theater employ és told 
to suppress all information regarding the 
crash. They refused to give out the injured 
workman's name. 

Crowds Gather Under Canopy. 

According to the police, had the accideRt oc- 
curred a few days later, when the playhouse 
will be opened, a number of fatalities would 
have been probable. The new theater will 
be a two shows a night vaudeville house. 
By the time the first show is over there 
usually are several hundred people gathered 
in front of this class of playhouse waiting 
for the second show. At such a time they 
would have stood under the big steel can- 
opy. 

Even had the accident occurred at any 
future time there undoubtedly would have 
been persons passing underneath at that busy 
corner. Fortunately the sidewalk under the 
canopy at the time of the crash was being 
repaired and was shut off from the public. 


Building Chief Unaware of Crash. 

Commissioner Henry Ericsson admitted 
yesterday he had done nothing whatever 
about the accident. 

When his attention was called to the fact 
that as in the Home theater loss of life was 
averted only because the theater was not 
open to the public, he laughed. 

“You might as well say that if a sky- 
scraper tumbled over there would be a loss 
of lite. he said. “ The accident was prob- 
ably due to faulty construction. I probably 
will send an inspector out there tomorrow. 
I don't know who the architect is or any- 
thing about the accident. The theater peo- 
ple haven't even applied for their license yet. 
I don't know when they will open.“ 

Acoording to an eyewitness of the acci- 
dent one of the immense chains which hold 
up the canopy suddenly snapped. Without 
warning the huge mass of metal and glass 
crashed to the sidewalk, pinning a workman 
under one corner. The playhouse was ad- 
vertised to open on Sunday. The manager 
of another playhouse owned by the same 
firm—Sullivan & Considine—which is building 
the Empress, said at night the house would 
not open until the 23d.

SOBS CONFESSION; 


BLAMES HIS ‘PALS’ 


Harry Carlson, Red Haired 
Youth, Says Stories of ‘Easy 
Money’ Lured Him to Crime. 


IDENTIFIED BY 18 VICTIMS 


Gang No. 2 Used Webb's Exploits 
as Basis for Scorn of 
Chicago Police. 


MOTHER HEARS SON'S ADMISSIONS 


The. “red haired bandit™—a member of 
the “ Webb Prevendere” who terrorized the 
south side Sunday and Monday nights by 
their daring robberies—cried like a baby in 
the office of Assistant Chief Schuettler yester- 
day afternoon. His name is Harry Carlson 
He is a painter and paperhanger. 

When he had dried the tears, the young 
bandit told of plans he had evolved to get 
rich easily and quickly. Between sote he 
confessed to robbing four saloons on Monday 
night and of plans to make a big haul at 
Joliet thie week. 

Detective Berwick said the gang had in- 
tended to rob Burns’ saloon, which is near 


Joliet penitemiary. Burns.the police learned, 
cashed the pay checks of the working men 
and, yesterday being pay day at the mille, 
he had on hand between 514.000 and $15.000 
with which to cash the checks. It was this 
money which the bandits were on their way 
to steal when they were captured. 

Carlson involved the two other men ar- 


and four others on a Reck Island train at | 
the La Salle street station on Tuesday night. 
Carison said George De Lee and James O'Neil | 
were his companions in all the robberies he 
was connected with. 

HAghteen Victims Identify Bandits. 

Bighteen victims of the auto bandit crew 
No. 2 identified Carlson. O'Neill, and De Lee 
as the three men who robbed them. 

Carison was taken to Schuettler'soffice late 
in the afternoon from the Hudson avenue 
police station, where he had been locked up 

“You're a big strapping young fedlow to 
be in this holdup business. Carlson, Schuett- 
ler told the red haired youth. Tou could 
get plenty of work. Didn't you think of your 
father and your mother when you started this 
ahortliived career? Have you no sisters or 
brothers? What willl they think of you?’ 

The questions had the desired effect. Tears 
filled Carlson's eyes ard ran down hie cheeks. 
He sobbed for several minutes. 

I never thought of that, chief,” he sald. 

“Now Harry, why did you start this kind 
of business?” 


Wanted Lots of Easy Money.” 

„Well. chief, I don't know why I did, ex- 
cept I wanted lots of money. The fellows I 
met told me it was easy to get money in Chi- 
cago. They said Webb and Trilby Thompson 
were getting money é¢asy and didn't stand 
any chance of getting caught by the police. 
I believed the stories De Lee and O'Neil told 
ine. The excitement of holding people up 
with a revolver and seeing them run when we 
shot at them appealed to me. 

“T wanted to get away from the every day 
life of painting buildings, where the money 
came slowly. De Lee told me about the life 
of ease and freedom, lots of time where the 
bright lights sparkle, all for a few minutes’ 
work a few times a week. It looked easy. I 
tried it.” 


Quits School at 14. 

Carlson told a story of chikihood Hfe, part 
of which was spent with his parents in Otta- 
wa, Ill. Then his parents moved to Chicago 
and he attended Burroughs school until he 
was 14 years old. 

My parents worked hard.“ Carlson told 
the assistant chief, but I quit school when 
I was 14 and went to work in department 
stores. I continued at that until a few years 
ago, when I learned the paperhanging and 
decorating business. I worked at that until 
lately. The only time I ever wag arrested 
before was for taking cval off a track. 

“1 met Lee (meaning De Lee) at a saloon at 
State and Van Buren streets two weeks ago,” 
he said. “ He introduced me to Jim (mean- 
ing O'Neil). I met Jim Bunday afternoon and 
again Monday afternoon. At the first meet- 
ing they told me how easy it was for Trilby 
Thompson and Bob Webb to get money easy 
by robbing people without the slightest fear 
of the police. 


Telle of First Holdup. 

When I saw Jim on Sunday and Monday 
he said: ‘ Let's go out south and see if we 
can get some money. Lee was with him at 
the time. We took a Center avenue car to 
Canal and then took an Archer avenue car 
to Throop street. We ordered a drink and 
took about half an ‘hour in getting ready 
for the job. Lee and I bad revoivers and we 
covered the people in the place. Jim went 
-back of the bar and took the money from 
the cash register. I covered the bartender 
and Lee took care of the others. . 

“At the second place, also on Throop 
street, Jim, Lee, and I went in. Two fellows 
were playing cards and a big, stout fellow 
was standing in the saloon. As soon as We 
got in we covered them with our revolvers. 
I kept them covered while the other fellows 
went through their pockets. Then they went 
through the register. 

„We left there and walked down Throop 
street to a lumber yard. Jim took my gun. 
Then we went into the third place. I didn't 
have a revoiver there. so I went to the cash 
register and took what money there was in it 
about 510 

“We then walked a block and a half to 
another saloon. A woman and three or four 
men were in there. There was one big fellow

RUSH MEN TO COAST PORTS 


Six Dreadnoughts on Way to Protect 
Americans ; Other Ships Ready; 
Cullom Advises Caution. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 12.—President 
Taft and the cabinet are in accord that con- 
grees shall share the responsibility for any 
intervention in Mexico. 

A day of conferences between the president 
and his advisors ended with the understand- 
ing thet should conditions in Mexico City 
become so much worse as to demand the 
landing of American troops Mr. Taft will 
lay before both houses of congress the full 
facte of the situation in a epecial message. 

Unless one side or the other achieves 3 
decisive victory in the City of Mexico with- 
in the next day or two it is probable that 
Ambassador Wilson will be instructed to 
try to induce the American residents of the 
capital to go to the ports or other places of 
safety and the representatives of other for- 
eign nations are expected to do the same. 

One great elément of Gatiger in the situa- 
tion arises from the presence in the City of 
Mexico of about 17,000 foreigners, whose 
home governments are known to be in re- 
ceipt of many heartrending appeals for a.

exist after the close of hostilities in Mexico. 


Asks Wilson to Warn Yankees. 

Alarmed by reports from Ambassador 
Henry Lane Wilson that the combatants 
were training their guns in such direction 
as to increase the danger to Americans and 
other foreign residents, the state depart- 
ment hurriedly dispatched instructions to 
Mr. Wilson tonight to warn all noncombat- 
ants to keep out of the fighting zone. 

Mr. Wilson reported further that large 
numbers of Americans and other foreigners, 
terrorized because of the rain of bullets in 
the residential section, had sought protec- 
tion at the embassy and in that neighborhood 
of the city. 

The ambassador said he found places of 
refuge for hundreds. The department em- 
phasized to him the necessity of affording 
refugees every comfort and protection with- 
in his power. 

May Be Forced to Intervene. 

Altogether, it is apparent that the adminis- 
tration is likely to find it difficult to adhere 
strictly to its declared policy of noninter- 
vention it the situation in the City of Mexico 
is not materially changed for the better in 
a short time. 

To add to the difficulty in keeping 10 olose 
touch with the situation, word came to the 
state department late today from Consu!

Rebel Leader as Nation’s Savior.

If he 
succeeded he would allow the people to 
choose their representative; he wouléwith- 
draw to private life. 
Referring to the firing, Dias said that the 
government had placed its cannon disregard- 
ing the fact that many were in position ip 
the thickly populated sections.

Diaz Shelis Business Center. 
The bombardment, which was terrible yes- 
terday, reached a climax this g when 
Diaz shelled the very center of the business 
districts in an effort to silence the cannon 
of the government and drive from the roofs 
of the Taylor buildings the federal sharp- 
shooters and the men serving the machine 
guns. 

This smothering action directed from the 
arsenal continued for more than two hours.

Business 
houses, banks, and restaurants are closed, 
and not even a railway ticket is to be bought 
in the uptown offices.

Many Builiings Wrecked. 
Dozens of buildings show great, jagged 
holes, broken cornices, and torn off corners, 
while hundreds bear more insignificant marks 
of what has been the moet terrible bombard- 
ment any city in North America has been 
subjected to since the adoption of modern 
high power cannon. 

In some streets the overhead wires dangle 
from posts, the fire from one side or the other 
having sheared off many of the supports. 

In Alameda, the great wooded park in the 
center of the city, the trees were mowed down 
by the vicious fire; small twigs and limbs 
cover the ground in places, evidence of the 
heaviness of the small arm fire. 

Among the buildings damaged wae that of 
the Mutual Life Insurance company, in the 
side of which a great hole was tormm. Over 
the building during the battle the Britieh and 
American flage were flying 

Most of the buildings suffering the greatest 
damage are owned by Mexicans, in many of 
which, however, Americans end other for- 
eigners. have offices 


New National Theater Damaged. 
Considerable Gomage was done to the Nu 
tional theater, now under construction. It 
was at this point that the rebels dismounted 
a federal cannon. Another, five squares be. 
low, was also dismounted, while others to the 
northwest suffered a similar fate. 

This evidence of expert marksmanship on 
the part of the gunners in the rebel ranks 
was further demonstrated in the sweeping 
shrapnel fre over the higher buildings in 
the center of the city. These operations were 
intended to free the district from trouble. 
some riflemen and machine guns. 

One section of these were in the tower of 
the Sixth police station; a few blocks fur. 
ther east the Gore office building was used 
for the game purpose, while other structures.

Some died with their faces to the skies, their 
eyes wide open, and a great crimson spot on 
the clothing to indicate where the rifle bal! 
hed severed that narrow thread of life. 
others were merely crumpled up in a heap 
The end came quickly to them. 

“ Men. women, and children had fallen in 
the historic plaza. Of the dead comparative- 
ly few were in uniform. It was in throngs 
of the curious of the onlookers where the 
ranks were thinned in the greater number. 

lt will be impossible to estimate the num- 
ber of injured. Those who were fortunate 
enough to escape with slight wounds got 
away from the shambles as quickly as possi- 
ble.

Yet there were scores 
of brave and humane persons who gave what 
aid they could to an unfortunate fellow be- 
ing.

The proceeding was proof of a hard blow 
given to a. great party, which for so many 
years has guided the destinies of the na- 
tion.

Mr. Speaker, the president pro tempore of 
the senate and members of the United States 
senate.” 

With measured tread the senators descend- 
ed ths aisle. Directly behind Senator Bacon 
and Mr. Bennett were two small pages, each 
carrying a cedar box which contained the 
sealed envelopes conveying the returns from 
the governors of the forty-eight states. 
Speaker Clark at once surrendered his gavel 
to Senator Bacon and amidst a hush, the 
latter struck a single blow upon the speaker’s 
desk. 


Announcement Made by Bacon. 

Gentlemen of the senate and house of 
representatives,“ said Mr. Bacon. In obe- 
dience to the constitution and laws of the 
United States and in compliance with the 
eurrent resolution adopted pursuant there- 
to, the senate and house of representatives 
are met in joint convention for the open- 
ing of the certificates and ascertainment and 
counting of the electoral votes in the election 
of president and vice president of the United 
States. 

Mr. Bacon directed the tellers previous’ y 
selected by the two houses to take their place 
at the desk. At once Senator Dillingham 
of Vermont and Senator Martine of New 
Jersey, representing the senate, and Repre- 


BERLIN, Feb. 12.—It is understood here 
that the marriage of Princess Victoria 
Luise, only daughter of the German em- 
peror and empress, to Prince Ernst August, 
son of the Duke of Cumberland, will take 
place in October next.

In the name of 
Emperor William he paid high tribute to Lin- 
coln, telling a distinguished audience of the 
veneration in which the emancipator’s name 
ie held in the fatheriand. 

Darlier in the day both the former senator 
and the count spoke before the joint session 
of the legislature There Mr. Ba.ley made 
a plea for Democratic unity and warned of 
the increage in socialism, which he regarded 
as a menace. 

Senator Bailey’s speech at the banquet ia 
the evening was eulogistic of Lincoln and 
replete with historical references. He re- 
ferred to political events of the present day 
as follows: 

„One of the most valuable admonitions 
which ever fell from Lincoln’s lips was that 
in which he warned his fellow countrymen 
against innovations, and urged them in im- 
pressive words and with prophetic vision to 
stand in the old ways and never to change 
the institutions of our fathers unless the wis- 
dom of that change was so apparent that 
even the authority of their great names could 
not forbid it. 

“That advice is wise, and it today ought 
to be written in letters of gold on the walls of 
every schoolhouse and university of this 


land. 


Saye Lincoln Urged Moderation, 

“ Judging what Lincoln would say if he 
were with us now by what he did say when 
he lived. I have no shadow of doubt that to 
the impatient men who would change the 
principles of the government in order to ac- 
eomplish what they call reforms he would 
counsel moderation and explain to them that 
useful reform can be accomplished 
tinder this government as it is and without 
any departure from its great principles. 

He would call on them to point out when 
and where the wise and fearless application 
of its principles had failed to meet any new 
condition or to solve any new problem. 

“In all these things Lincoln would find 
an inspiration and a hope, and he would say 
to the agitators who are now instilling tn 
the minds of the masses an tnspeakable 
hatred against the classes that the true duty 
of an American patriot ie to efface that line 
of distinction by teaching all men that they 
are to be judged by their character and their 
conduct, not by their wealth or their pov- 
erty.

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Is THE LESSON COMING HOME? 

The reluctance of the government to con- 
gider intervention in Mexico is shared by the 
best opinion of the nation and is supported 
ty the overwhelming majority of Americans 
grithout much doubt. There are several in- 
@ividuels and interests which press for the 
assumption of this heavy task, but thus far 
events, deplorable as they are, have given 
the firebrand and the self-seeker insufficient 
becking. 

It is plain, however, the present crisis at 
the seat of Mexican government may ore 
édipitate conditions which will compel more 
drastic action on the part of the United 
States in view of the responsibilities we as- 
gume with the hegemony of American states. 

It is well, therefore, for the people of this 
eountry to consider what a military occupa- 
tion or intervention will mean. It is unfor 
tunate, not to say dangerous, that the aver- 

age American has no conception either of 
the difficulties involved or of our own inade- 
quate facilities for meeting them. Congress 
itself persists in its traditional ignorance 
and indifference upon the subject of our mili- 
tary unpreparedness, and while it responds 
quickly enough to jingoism if backed by 
dramatic events, stubbornly opposes the rea- 
sonable appeals of the informed and awake. 
It would be a blessing if the Mexican crisis 
should jar our legislature out of this attitude 
without the heavy cost of actual interven- 
tion, and we devoutly pray that this may 
be the outcome of the present painful sitr- 
ation. 

What would intervention mean? There 
ean be little doubt that it would mean armed 
resistance to the advance of our troops by 
all parties in Mexico. In other words, before 
order could be restored, first, all armed bodies 
of Mexicans would have to be overcome, 
and, secondly, after this was completed the 
country would have to be scoured from one 
end to the other to rid it of the bandits and 
guerrillas which already swarm over it. 

That was the history of the Philippine in- 
surrection. There was less than a year of 
real war against the enemy's armed forces, 
followed by more than two years of constant 
effort to rid the country of the bands of la- 
drones, whose main objects were the avoid- 
ance of direct contact with American troops 
and the maximum amount of robbery and 
pillage. 

It took roughly 60,000 troops to do this. 

Mexico is more than six times the size of 
the Philippines. It has almost twice as 
many people. These people are homogeneous, 
have a feeling of nationality, and have had 
a national history. All the peoples of the 
Philippines did not by any means partici- 
pate in the insurrection; they had no feeling 
of nationality and had no national life. 

Mexico has always had a regular army of 
fairly well trained and disciplined men and 
officers, which in numbers has frequently 
been about the size of our own. The Filipino 
army consisted of hastily raised, badly 
trained, and badly officered green troops. 

Taking all these things into consideration, 
it ia easily seen that the estimate of several 
high ranking, experienced army officers that 
it would take 200,000 troops at least two 
years to restore order in Mexico is a con- 
servative one. 

Those who through ignorance are inclined 
to scoff at this should remember the treat- 
ment meted out to Gen. Sherman at the be- 
ginning of the civil war, when he made an 
estimate, closely approximating the truth, as 
to what that war would mean. 

Where are these 200,000 troops to come 
from? There are available in this country 
about 40,000 of the regular army and about 
125,000 of the organized militia, commonly 
known as the National Guard. In other 
words, the total armed force available is but 
165,000. Of.this the National Guard, or 
more than five-sevenths of the total, is but 
partially trained. 

It is true the president has the power to 
paise the regular army to a war strength, but 
what does this mean? It means adding to 


each company of sixty-five trained infantry- | 


men eighty-five green recruits; to each troop 
of sixty-five trained cavalry men twenty 
green recruits and, what is worse, twenty 
green horses; and to each battery of artillery 
an additional strength of about 20 per cent in 
green recruits and green horses. To add to 
the confusion each regiment, already short 
of sufficient officers, due to the law not al- 
lowing the proper number, must lose more 
in order that the brigade and division staffs 
mall be organized. 

This was what had to be done in the regi- 
ments mobilized at a war strength on the 
Mexican border two years ago. This, coupled 
with a lack of the proper supplies and a lack 
of any organization higher than a regiment, 
was what caused the foreign attachés to re- 
port that practically we had no army. 

The United States is not only not properly 
equipped to meet its international obliga- 
tions under the Monroe doctrine, it is not 
even prepared for self-defense. If the na- 
tion were bankrupt of poverty stricken, con- 
gtess could be absolved for this. As it is, it 
must bear a heavy burden of responsibility 
for an unpreparedness persistent and abso- 

unnecessary. Congress compels the 


lons we spend annually. It has refused to 
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walt till the red hands of war wipe out this 
wrong? Must we wait till the blood of our 


force congress to read the lessons of our his- 
tory and apply them? | 

This is not a question of spending more. 
It is a question of spending what we spend 
on our defenses so they will defend, and not 
so they will serve the ends of politics. 


STRANGELY SENSITIVE. 

A strange and unfamiliar sensitiveness 
betrays the elder statesmen at Springfield 
as impressible and. easily affected. Or 
dinarily they pasture out during the winter 
and grow a rough coat which turns away 
the slings of criticism and even the stings 
of unkind fate. But now we discover so 
astute and sophisticated a parliamentarian 
as the Hon. David Shanahan standing 
shrewdly, violently, and scoldingly upon the 
recorded fact that he did not offer the mo- 
tion for the adjournment of last week. 

Mr. Shanahan thas induiging himself in 
harsh judgment upon the Progressives who 
credited this stratagem to him is an exotic, 
In older days if some one dropped a banana 
peel where the advocates of the good and 
beautiful would step on it and if this act of 
statesmanship were attributed wrongfully 
to an elder statesman the one thus wronged 
might wish he had thought of i, but he 
would not protest the honor. 

A strange holiness now pervades the coun- 
cils of the elders at Springfield, but in spite 
of it we note with awe befitting the ob- 
servation of a miracle that Representative 
Fitch and Representative Munro, the Pro- 
gressives who came within the wrath of 
Mr. Shanahan, have drawn seats 60 far 
away from the scene of major activities in 
the hall of the house that they can polish 
the brass railing with their backs. 

This miracle of chance biennially astounds 
the credulous when out of a lottery comes 
a rebuke for such new members as advertent- 
ly or inadvertently step on the toes of the 
elder statesmen as soon as they enter the 
hall, 


GOOD WORK FOR THE PEOPLE. 

The members of the finance committee of 
the county board, Commissioners Moriarty, 
Board, and Mitchell, are to be congratulated 
upon the budget they have prepared. It is 
not perfect, doubtless, but it measures a 
distinct advance toward economy and effi- 
ciency. Its broad characteristic is saving 
on political pork to feed real public serv- 
ice, saving on unnecessary salary expendl- 
tures to supply the needs of important pub- 
He works. 

This means that these commissioners 
thought of the taxpayer rather than the tax- 
eater, the sick and unfortunate rather than 
the politician and his retainers, the wel- 
fare of the county, its institutions and in- 
habitants rather than bosses, factions, or 
parties.

om, EN.. DCHUNKOWSEI, who has just 
been transferred from the post ot 
(— governor general of Moscow to that of 
deputy minister of the interior, has 
only consented to accept mat office 
on the condition that he shall have the 
entire control of the police and of the gen- 
darmerie of the empire. 

This renders him the most powerful man 
in Russia, far more powerful, indeed, than 
the new minister of the interior himself, 
whose immediate predecessors made a point 
of keeping the control of the police in their 
own hands. 

The general is to be responsible only to 
the czar, whose complete confidence he en- 
joys, and at whose personal instance the 
general accepted the appointment. 

The emperor takes the ground that the 
duties of the minister of the interior are 80 
vast and extensive in Ruesia, far more so 
than those of the statesmen at the head of 
the departments of the interior of other 
countries, that he cannot possibly have time 
to devote the attention necessary to the 
direction and supervision of the activities of 
the police and of the gendarmerie, and that 
it is owing to thie fact that outrages ooour 
and that the imperial family and the great 
dignitaries of state are insufficiently pro- 
tected, as demonstrated by the murder a 
little over a year ago of Premier Stolypin.

Fortunately Gen. Dchunkowski ls an en- 
lightened, liberal minded, and humane man 
of the world, the soul of honor, and may be 
relied upon not to misuse the vast powers 
which have just been intrusted to him. 

In fact, his appointment is an admirable

Gen. Count Mouravief® ie «a nephew of 
those two statesmen of the same name who 
died in so extraordinary a manner as to give 
rise to plausible rumors to the effect that 
they had succumbed to poisen, one as min- 
ister of foreign affairs and the other as 
Russian ambassador at Rome. 

The Mouravieffs have played a consid 
erable role in Russia ever since the fifteenth 
century, when they were already noted as 
territorial magnates and powerful boyards 
of the province of Novgorod. 

One of the best known in the eighteenth 
century was that Nicholas Mouravieff, the 
poet and historian, who was selected by 
Catherine the Great to direct the education 
of her grandsons, and who, after the ac- 
cession to the throne of his pupil, Alexander 
L., was created by him senator and minister 
of public instruction. 

To Nicholas Mouravieff Catherine the 
Great confided the direction of the topo- 
graphical survey of her empire, and he died 
as governor of Livonia.

Alexander Mouravieff, governor of Nov- 
gorod, was one of the principal lleutenants 
of Alexander II. in the organisation of his 
emancipation of the serfa To another mem- 
ber of the family. Nicholas Nicholaiovitch 


Mouravieff, the emperor accorded the addi- 


tion of Karski to his patronymic, in recogni- 
tion of his successful siege of Kats. 
» Still another Mouravieff, also named Nich- 
Olas, conquered for Russia all the eastern 
‘portion of Siberia, and received a reward 
for his services from Nicholas I. the right 
to add the word Amurski to his patronymic. 
His name is held in friendly memory, even

fled to Siberia for his political offenses. 

He was a kinsman of Mouravieff, and there 
has always been a question as to how far 
the latter facilitated his revolutionary 
cousin’s escape. 

At any rate, his sovereign believed him 
to be guilty, for he deprived him of his 
governor generalship immediately after- 
wards and relegated him to private life and 
obecurity. 

Still another Mouravieff, in command of 
a Russian squadron of twelve men of war, 
appeared in the bay of Tokio immediately 
after the departure of Commodore Perry 
some eixty years ago and at the point of his 
guns compelled the reluctant Japanese to 
grant to the czar the same treaty rights as 
those which had just been accorded to the 
United States.

No less than ten Mouravieffe figure in the 
annals of their family as having been sent to 
Siberia in chains for political crimes, while 
one of them was hanged as a conspirator 
by Nicholas I. in 18265, his offense having con- 
sisted in heading the movement that called 
upon the new czar to fulfill the pledges made 
by his brother to grant the people a con- 
stitution. 

Finally there is that Count Michael Moura- 
vief! who was dictator of Poland a little 
over à century ago, and who acquired so 
much unenviable notoriety, both in Poland 
and abroad, by the terrible severity with 
which he suppressed the insurrection. 

He, too, succumbed to poisori—that is to 
say, to a dose of arsenic, supposed to have 
been administered by a Nihilist.

since the prince gave up the chancellorship.

accused him of being a radical, an innovator, 
an opponent of the constitution, and an 
enemy of property. 

“Of course Lincoln's principles were act- 
ively applied to the great questions of union 
and slavery, both of which questions have 
now been solved; and as these questions are 
dead the reactionaries of today are delighted 
to take a progressive position in reference to 
them—the reactionary is always willing to 
take a Rn attitude on any issue that 
is dead. 

However, in spite of the fact that Lin- 
coln's immediate life work lay almost wholly 
with these two questions, it is curious to 
note the exact parallelism of his general at- 
titude with the attitude that the Progressive 
party haé now taken. 

“In the first place, remember thet. Abra- 
ham Linéoln’s great career began when, 4 
the age of 45, he abandoned the Whig party, 
in which he had been brought up and with 
which he had always acted, and took part in 
forming a new.party, the progressive party 
of that day. 


Piatform of 1854. 

“The new party in Illinois, in October, 
1854, laid fown a platform, which I quote in 
Part: 

* :Firat—Reacived, That we believe this 
truth to be self-evident, that when parties 
become subversive of the ends for which 
they are established, or incapable of restor- 
ing the government tothe true principles of 
the constitution, it Is the right and duty of 
the people to dissolve the political bande by 
which they may have been connected there- 
with, and to organize new parties upon such 
principles and with such views: as the cir- 
cumstances and the exigencies of the nation 
may demand. 

“* Second—Resolved, That the times imper- 
atively demand the reorganization of parties; 
and, repudiating all previous party attach- 
ments, names, and predilections, we unite 
ourselves together pledged to bring 
the administration of the government back 
to the control of first principles.’ 


Reply of Lincoln, 

“ Léncoin himeelf, when upbreided for leav- 
ing the old party.and allying himself with 
men from some of whom he differed on some 
points, respondéd’ to his orities by saying: 

“* Will they allow me, ab an old Whig, to 
tell them good humoredly that I think this is 
very silly? Stand with anybody that stands 
right; stand with him while he Is right. and 
Part with him when, he goes wrong. Stand 
with the abolitionist in restoring: the Mis- 
sourl compromise, and stand against him 
when he attempts to repeal the fugitive slave 
law. 

In the latter case you stand with the 
southern disunionist. . What of that? You 
are still right. In both cases you are right. 
In both cases you opposé the dangerous ex- 
tremes. In both you stand on middle ground 
and hold the ship level and steady. In both 
you are national, and nothing less than na- 
tional. To desert such ground be- 
ea ust Of any company is to be less than an 
American.’ 


Forecast Present Situation. 

“Lincoln, with his strange power of pro- 
phetic vision, forecast the present situe- 
tion, when, in asserting his loyalty to prin- 
ciples rather than to a party name, he 
said that if the Republican party proved 
false to its principles, then these principles 
round which we have rallied and organized 
that party would live; they will live under 
all circumstances, while we will die. They 
Would reproduce another party in the fu- 
ture.’ 

“All that Lincoln foretold has come to 
Pass before our eyes. The Republican 

party has proved false to its principles, and 
those principles have livedy and they have 
produced another party, the party of prog- 
yess, which has grasped the banner of right- 
eous liberty from the traitor hands that were 
trailing it in the dust. 

“ So much, then, for the right and the duty 
of the citizens to form a new party when 
the old parties prove incompetent to help 
the people. What is true of parties is no less 
vo of issues, which underly the need of par- 

es. 


Struggles of Principles. 

“On the issue of his day Lincoln spoke as 
follows: 

That is the real issue. That is the issue 
that will continue in this country when these 
poor tongues of Judge Douglas and myself 
Shall be silent. It is the eternal struggle 
between these two principles—right and 
Wwrong—throughout the world. They are the 
two principles that have stood face to face 
from the beginning of time, and will ever 
continue to struggle. 

“*The one is the common right of hu- 
manity and the other the divine right of 
kings. It is the same print: ple in what- 
ever shape it develops itself. It is the same 
spirit that says, Tou toil and work and 
earn bread, and IH eat it.“ No matter in 
what shape it comes, whether from the 
mouth of a king who seeks to bestride the 
people of his own nation and live by the fruit 
of their labors, or from one race of men as 
an apology for enslaving another race, it is 
the same tyrannical princtple.“ 


Stand for Humanity. 

“ Surely the Progressive piatform of today 
fs but an amplification of this statement of 
Lincoln's, We Progressives.are today stand- 
ing tor the common rights of: humanity and 
against the doctrine—w hether enunciated by 
political kings or. by money kings, whether 
ehampioned from a. throne or bx a e 
fom the bench—which announced 55 
ane mans duty . to, toil and work.and earn 
bread and the right of nun man to ant 
it when earned. : : 

We who denounge this dovtes are 
cused of being revolutionary by ine ar a 
who now falsely claim heirship in Lincoln's 
name., although they repudtate ‘Léncoin’s. 
Principles. What have these men to say 
ebput the words I thus quote from Lincoln? 
What eentiment have we ever uttered more 
‘revolutionary: than thie I have oe 
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nothing whtn in conflict with another man's 
right of property. [Wel onthe contrary, 
are for both the man and the dollar. but in 
case of a conflict we are for the man before 
the dollar.’ 

“ How would it be ptsbible to put the Pro- 
gressive posilion more strongly than Lin- 
coin thus put it fifty-five years ago? Lincoln 
said that his opponents claimed “to de con- 
servative.“ ‘eminently conservative.“ while 
they denounced Lincoln as ‘ revolutionary ’ 
and ‘ destructive.’ 

Later, he set forth in detail this 
revolutionary and deetructive position, say- 
ing: 


This is essentially a people's contest 
for maintaining in the world that form and 
substance of government whose leading ob- 
ject is to elevate the condition of nian, to 
lift artificial weights from a all shoulders, to 
clear the paths of laudable pureuit for all, 
to afford all an unfettered start and.a fair 
chance in the race of life. This is the lead 
ing object of the government for whose ex- 
istence we contend.’ 

Could there be framed a better statement | 
of the purpose of the Progressive party to- 
day, to wat against privilege and for an equal 
opportunity; or a better answer to those who 
accuse us of being revolutionary and de- 
etructive? 


Republican Party Ideal. 

“ Again our opponents have attacked us 
because they say we are trying to substitute 
pure democracy for representative gov- 
ernment, and they uphold the deal of the 
present Republican party as being a govern- 
ment of the people, not by the people, but 
by a ‘representative part’ of the people. 

„Our opponents have especially objected to 
our doctrine that the people have the right to 
control all their servants, judicial, executive, 
and legislative alike. 

„Well, listen to Abraham Lincoln. He 
agésailed his opponents because they made 
‘war upon. the first principle of. popular | 
government, the rights ot the people,’ de- 
cause they boldly advocated the “denial 
to the people of the right to participate 
in the selection’ of public officers except the’ 
legislative,’ and because they argued that 
large control by the people in government . 
is the ‘source of all political evi“ 

„Ming you, I am quoting from Lincoin's 
words uttered over fifty. years ago. They are 
applicable in letter and in spirit to our oppo- 

ents today. They apply without the change 
of a word to those critics. who assail us be- 
eause we advocate the initiative and the ret - 
erendum, and, where necessary, the recall, 
and because we stand for the right of the peo- 
ple to control all their public servente, la- 
cluding the judges when the judges exercise 
a legislative function. 


Labor and Capital. 

Again, special opporition has been made 
to us because of our supposed attitude in 
exalting labor at the expense of capital. 
Well, listen to Lincoln once more. He says 
that he wishes to make a point ‘in favor of 
popular institutions’ and against ‘ the effort 
to place capital on an equal footing with it, 
if not above, labor in the structure of gov- 
ernment.’ He continues: 

Labor Is prior to and independent of ca- 
Kal. Capital is only the fruit of labor, and 
could never have existed if labor 5 
first existed. Labor is the superior o p- 
ital and deserves much the higher —— 
tion. 

“He then adds with his usual! temperate 
wisdom: 

Capital has its righte,’ which are as 
worthy of protection as any other rights; 
nor is it denied that there is and prob- 
ably always will be a relation between capita] 
and. labor producing mutual benefits | 
(there should be no) war upon property cr | 
upon the owners of property. Property ie the 
fruit of labor; property is desirable, is a posi- 
tive good in he world.“ 

And he concludes with a thoroughly Lin- 
coln-like touch: 

Let not him who is houseless pull down 
the house of another; but let him work dili- 
gently and build one for himself, thus by 
example assuring that his own shall be safe 
from violence when built.’ 


Idea Held Today. 

“ Elsewhere. he discussed what he calls 
the mud sill theory of labor and his own. 
He states that the advocates of the mud 
sill theory assume that labor and educa- 
tion are incompatible. that from their 
standpoint the ideal laborer is ‘a strong 
handed man without a head.“ Down in the 
bottom of their hearts this is the precise po- 
sition that the ultra-reactionaries among 
our opponents take today! 0 

“Then Lincoln develops his own theory, 
which is that all men should be educated. 
and that therefore educated people must 
labor, because otherwise education itself 
would become a positive and intolerable 
evil, for no country can sustain in die- 
ness more than a small percentage of 
its numbers. The great majority must 
labor at something productive, and the idea! 
is that each particular head should direct 
and control its own pair of hands.’

It is the Uderty 
which every reactionary court wishes to 
guarantee to the employer who makes money 
from the life blood of those he employs; the 
‘liberty’ of the starving girl to starve slow- 
ly in a sweat shop, or to accept employ - 
ment where she hazards life and limb, at her 
own risk, in the service of others. ° 

Well, it was Lincoln who said that the re- 

actionaries of his day ‘sighed for that per- 
fect liberty—the liberty of We slaves of 
other people.’ 

“Even in such seemingly bocal and tem- 
porary matters as fusion, ae ‘getting to- 
gether’ with men who have acted n 
us, we Can learn from Lincoln. 

“In 1859, after the Republican Ant na-

of social and industrial justice. 

“One of Lincoln’s: chief opponents at- 
tacked him in this matter as follbwe: 

He tele you that he does not like the 
Dred Scott decision. Suppose he does not; 
how he is going to help himself? He eays 
thet he will reverse it. How will he reverge 
it?. I know. of but one mode of reversing 
judicial decisions, and that is by appealing 
from the inferior court to the superior court. 
But I have never yet learned how or where 
an appeal could be taken from the Supreme 
court of the United State. 


No*Appéal, the Claim. 
ue Dred Scott decision was pronounced 
by’ the highest,,tribunab-on earth. From 
that. decision there is no appeal this 
side of heaven. Yet Mr. Lincoln says 
that he is going to reverse that decision. 

« what ‘tribunal will he reverse it? Will 
he ‘appeal to a mob? Does-he intend to ap- 
peal to violence, to lynch law’ ? Will he stir 
up strife and rebellion in the land and over- 
throw the court by violence? 

He does not deign to tell you how he will 
reverse the Dred Scott decision, but keeps ap- 
pealing each day from the Supreme court of 
the United States to politica) meetings in the 
country. He wants me to argu? with you 
the mérits o. each point of that decision 
before this political meeting. 

„„ say to you, with all due reepect, that 
I choose to abide by the decisions of the 
Supreme court as they are pronounced. 
It is’ not for me to inquire, after & 
a decision is made, whether’ I like it 
in all the points or not. When 1 used 
te practice law with Lincoln I never knew 
him to be beat in a case that he did not get 
mad with the judge and ‘talk about appeal- 
ing; and when I got beat I generally thought 
the court was wrong, but-I never dreamed of 
going out of the courthouse ‘and making a 
stump speech to the peoplé against the 
judge, merely because 1 had found out that 
I did not know the law es well as he did.

Denunciation the Same. 

„With only such changes as are necessary 
to fit the language to the issues of today 
instead of to the issues of fifty-five years 
ago this denunciation of Lincoln by his op- 
ponents for what he then said is practically 
identical with the denunciation of us by 
our opponents for what we today say on 
the same subject. 

“Our opponents now tell us that we must 
helplessly bow to the decision of the courts 
when the decisions are wrong; We say, as 
Lincoln said Dred Scott decision, 
‘Somebody has to reverse that decision since 
it is made, and we mean to reverse it, and we 
mean to do it peaceably.’ 

“ We say this of the Dred Soott decisions of 
of our own time; of decisions like the tene- 
ment house cigar factory decision, like the 
bakeshop decision, like the Knight sugar 
case, like the workmen’s compensation at 
decision. Lincoln, in taking the same atti- 
tude that we now take, said that he did not 
propose to disturb that particular decision, 
but that he wuld not have the citizen co.

Is not this in principle the very position 
we Progressives now take?

Decision of Court. 

However, when the Progressives sought 
to place their electore on the ticket by peti- 
tion’ the court, on the motion of the machine 
Republicans, denied the Progressives this 
right, stating that the electors were not state 
officers; and this although the United States 
Supreme qourt had already held that they 
were ‘not national, and although: the Idaho 
court had itself previously held that in their 
law the term state officers’, wes merely a 
phrabetndicating area or extent of territory. 

“This decision I hold to have been an out-

Presentation of the essentials, is in the 
pature of a reply to the invitation extended 
by the committee at its last 
meeting to Attommey William G. Beale, whe 
then appeared as representative of the ele 
vated roads. Today he is expected to talk 
not only for the elevated lines but also for the 
surface systems invetved in the proposed 


merger. 
Want Summary in Writing. 

Tt is the desire of the al@ermen that Mr. 
Beale shall have his summary of essentials 
frankly and explicitly set forth in writing 
and augmented by sufficient pertinent data 
to disclose their true intent and purpose. 

It aleo is hoped by prominent committee 
members that the summary of essentials by 
Mr. Beale will give some expression on al 
the points enumerated in the plan printed in 
Tux TRIBUNE. 

Mr. Beale, it is understood, will have his 
summary in writing and will be prepared to 
make an oral statement giving more details 
and explanations if desired. 

The publication of the reported agreement 
on the general plan in Tu TRIBUNE was not 
expected by those concerned, 60 it is reason- 
ably certain the scheme presented today 
will be modified in gome respects. 


Think Plan Bona Fide. 

This, it was pointed out by an aldermen 
yesterday, would be advisable as 4 means 
of indicating to the alderman, who knew 
nothing of the plan until they sew it in Tun 
Tripung, thet we had not been left out in 
the cold.” This same alderman said he had 
been convinced such a plan existed before the 
date of ite publication in THE TRIBUNE. 

The financial interests backing the merger 
are said to be willing to modify their ideas on 
the valuation to be placed on the elevated 
lines for the purpose of consolidation. They 
have been contending they should be paid 
what they say the lines cOst them more than 
@ year ago, approximately 882,000,000, leas 
$2,000,000 in cash on hand and less the value 
of the elevated properties lying outside the 
corporate limits, aggregating $2,000000. To 
make the purchase, $16,000,000 was borrowed 
from the National City bank of New York. 


Fight National City Bank Loan. 

This loan was for three years and the agree- 
ment between the bank and the syndicate 
was that $20,000,000 should be returned when 
the notes are due. This is looked on by the 
aldermen as a brokerage of 25 per cent for 
making the loan, and most of them are op- 
posed to permitting it to become part of the 
valuation to be placed on the elevated roads. 

It is reported the interests are willing to 
cut off two-fifths of this so-called brokerage 
fee. That would mean a brokerage of 16 per 
cent instead of 25. This change may be set 
forth in the summary of essentials presented 
to the committee today. The committee par- 
ticularly is interested in the elevated road 
valuations and this concession might hasten 
consideration of the merger scheme. 


Switch Dividend Ratec. 

Another deviation from the plan printed in 
THe TRIBUNE is expected in the dividend 
rates. That plan provided the consolidate 
company should have 6 per cent interest on its 
capital account during construction of the 
proposed subways for the elevated roads. 

This construction was to be started at once 
and completed as soon ae practionbie. Ater 
that the company was to recelVé7 per cent. 


Tt is believed by certain aldermen this high | 


rate of return, as compared with the 6 per 
cent the surface lines now obtain, can be 
whittled down by them without much real 
opposition of the financial syndicate, 
Whether or not this will be indicated in Mr. 
Beales statement remaing to be seen. 


Eye Contractor’s Profit. 

A third modification of the plan printed in 
THE TRIBUNE is anticipated in contractor's 
profit on extensions and betterments. The 
better informed members of the committee 
do not believe the financial interests will m- 
sist on adding to the capital account of the 
consolidated company 10 per cent in excess of 
the cost of extensions and betterments. They 
do not anticipate the plan presented by Mr. 
Beale will include 10 per cent for contrac- 
tors’ profits. Or, if it does, it will be there 
for the purpose of permitting the committes 
to obtain the credit of having it eliminated. 

The capital of the surface lines has been 
fixed. To the valuations fixed in 1907 has 
been added the cost of rehabilitation. The 
total is about $130,000,000. The elevated com- 
panies say their property should be put into 
the combination at $77,000,000 or a littl 
more.

BUT SAVES MIDDLEMAN. 


Denies He Was Guilty of Cotton 
Corner Charges; Paid Fine 
to Rnd Bother. 


‘The call rule of the Chicago board of trade, 
attacked in a government equity suit as a vie- 
lation of the Sherman lew, is the concrete 
expression of a continuous struggle between 
shippers and receivers, according to James 
A. Patten. 

Mr. Patten returned yesterday from New 
York, where he pleaded guilty to one count 
in an indictment charging him with having 
a hand in cornering the cotton market several 
years ago. He paid a fine of $4,000. He took 
the side of the government in the present 
suit to prohibit the price fixing rule of the 
board of trade. and asserted the call rule 
always had been a regulation in restraint of 
trade since ite adoption seven years ago. 


“Government Is Justified.” 
“The government is jugtified In bringing 
action against the board of tradeon the basis 
of the call rule,“ said Mr. Patten at night 
“ The rule always did operate in restraint of 


trade. 

I have been opposed to it from the begin- 
ning and many others with me have fought 
agaist it. The receiving houses, however, 
were too strong for us. They mustered 
enough votes to adopt it. 

“The call rule represents the struggle go- 
ing on between the receivers and the ship- 
pers. It gives the receivers all the advan- 
tages, but Operates detrimentally to the ship- 
pers. It has operated to restrain trade ever 
Mice it wee adopted. The shippers fought 
Its adoption and they have been opposing it 
ever since. 

“The tendency before adoption of the call 
rule was to drive the middle man out of bus 
ness. So the rule was adopted to prevent the 
elimination of the middle man. That's the 
long and the short of Kk.“

There is more or less 
solid foundation for this belief. For ex- 
ample, it is known that about 60 per cent 
of the total production is rated to carry 
yp pounds and under. Four years ago 
machines to bear two tons and over wers in 
the majority. 

Will Eliminate Excess Power. 
The right-about change has been occa- 
| by other causes than might be aus- 
and is not to be regarded as indicative 
af trend in development. A great many ma- 
ehines for Nght duty have been bought with 
the object of quickly displacing the horse. 
Thay do not represent scientific selection. 
That they are economical is quite beside the 
den.

What is 
tie field of the low load model? Today it is 
mi very well defined. Looking over the 
gene of local road transportation, it would 
gum that the possibilities for its application 
@aeenormous. But in venturing an opinion 
ga the subject one must bear in mind that 
eonditions of service determine selection of 
reting. 


Gare Needed in Selection of Cars. 

Suppose all the grocers on the south side 
gis simultaneously concluded to employ 
machines; what would be their individual 
capacity? With the normal tencency to 
route anc apply motors as horse drawn wag- 
ems are routed and applied there could be but 
ie result—machines of the lowest useful 
rating would be chosen. But suppose deliv- 
ey of merchandise was undertaken by a 
contractor or on the codperative plan: would 
the choice be the same? Hardly, for under 
such circumstances the work of many small 
units could be accomplished more econom- 
itally by machines of relatively large load 
capacity. 

Let us see how the eituation would work 
wt. Presumably evegy grocer in the terri- 
tery mentioned has two or three light wag- 
ms. Early in the morning one or more of 
these vehicles is dispatched to the South 
Water street market for supplies. The anti- 
mals starting from Hyde Park will travel 
fourteen miles on the outward and return 
trips, and if they are driven any more that 
Gy the work is of the mildest nature. 

Now if this service were motorized on the 
Most enlightened scale it is quite likely only 
tig freighters would be employed. A few 
four or five ton machines easily would carry 
am distribute more supplies than a troop of 
horses. They would not be owned by the 
grocers, but probably would form part of 
aninstallation which was actively worked in 
other service throughott the day. 


Will Create New Traffic. 

Amsuredly work of this sort will be under- 
taken by the professional motor wagon oper- 
ate and the characteristic of it will be the 
employment of heavy duty machines. 

Light machines will elways be conspicuous 
in motor wagon transportation. They will 
multiply and give much satisfaction to in- 
Vestors, but in metropolitan centers at least 
they will not be so numerous as the common 
Use of light horse drawn vehicles might sug- 
gest, They will replace much of the present

The Mexican revolution yesterday cost 
truck and pleasure car automobile manufac- 
turers $200,000 worth of business, cancella- 
tions of orders made during the show hav- 
ing come through the Mexican consulate 
here.

The full equipment of 
chemical tanks, hooks, lanterns, and tar- 
paulins will be carried. They are capable of 
running much faster than it is possible to 
drive them in the city. In the extengion of 
salvage work by vigorous adoption of high 
speed motor vehicles Chicago has jumped 
far in the lead of other cities,

I was fortunate enough to rent 
one bedroom to a sensible young woman, em- 
ployed like myself, who not Only proves a most 
congenial companion but helps to cut my rent 
down to less than $14 a month, We both get a 
good home out ef it where we can entertain 
our friends as simply or extravagantly as we 
choose, asking favorg of none, and are per- 
fectly happy and independent. We may wal- 
low in as much hot water as.we wish in per- 
forming our dally ablutlons without being sub- 
jected to that old “ bugaboo "—hearing from 
the landlady ior “fussing” with her. 

I do ball my work, evenings and Sundays if 
need be, getting considerable assistance from 
my roomer, as she enjoys and appreciates the 
freedom and privileges of the entire flat the 
same as I. Our shirtwaists are done up care- 
fully, consequently last twice as long. and 
there are no laundry billa. I get my own 
meals and live simply, which is better for my 
health and saves doctor bills. For my lunch 
at the office I carry 4 dainty sandwich and 
some fruit, which I find serves me far better 
than a lunch at some restaurant or cafeteria. 
At night I have 4 full dinner, good enough for 
any one—meat, vegetables, salad, and dessert— 
‘anything I happén to fancy. I prefer any time 
a nice thick, juicy piece of round steak at 
home to a porterhouse that has been spotied in 
the cooking at a second or third clage réstiu- 
rant. I keep healthy and plump on this diet. 
I dress simply and sanely, yet in good style. I 
walk to my work, which ig economy in that it 
is a health Saver, and there is much pleasure 
to be found in a good brisk walk to and from 
one’s work. 

Having learned that the more money one 
carries in one’s purse the more one ig apt to 
spend, I bank all I can, Keeping only just 
enough for my immediate needs. Gas, milk, 
and rent bills are paid promptly the first of 
each month, and butcher and grocer are paid 
every day es I patronize them. My maxim is, 
“Any fool can spend money, but it takes some 
one made of different stuff to save tt.” I save 
a tidy little sum each month, which at the end 
of the year looks good toward my old age.

dontroller Reports More Interest 
on the Part of Directors in 
Bank Affairs. 
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Domestie grain exchanges were all closed 
yesterday, the holiday being generally ob- 
served. Foreign and Winnipeg markets were 
open as usual, but there wae not much fea- 
ture to the trade in any direction. Liverpool 
was @ little lower, influenced to a large ex- 
tent by the weakness of this side 
and dy the expectation of liberal world's 
shipments again this week. 

Recent rains in India, while not as heavy as 
desired, have nevertheless allayed apprehen- 
sion in that direction to a large extent, and 
the fact that supplies abroad and on passage 
are increasing materially has created a more 
optimistic sentiment abroad. 

Local exporters are of the opinion thet 
the big export business for the season, bar- 
ring unexpected developments, is over for 
the seasom There will be a little business 
from time to time, according to these stu- 
dents of the situation, and clearances of 
wheat already sold will be fairly large for 
some time. It is expected in the spring,Rus- 
sia will ship more freely, which with the 
heavy exports from Canada, Argentina, and 
Australia will provide ample supplies to fill 
requirements abroad. 


Weather Seasonably Cold. 

The weather was cold over the great er part 
of the winter wheat belt, but temperatures 
were not unseasonable. Price Current in ite 
weekly review of crop conditions said: ‘* Cold 
weather continues over the winter wheat 
2% | belt, and where snow covering protected the 
wheat no damage is expected. Where the 
plant was unprotected the damage, real or 
fancied, will be disclosed on return of warm 
weather. There is the usual variation of 
opinions, but they do not constitute facta 
The slight snow covering eastward ie likely 
to have additional fall with the low barom- 
oter that precedes cold weather predicted 
for the latter part of this week.” 

Liverpool was quoted Gd lower for 
wheat and 1d off for corn. Winnipeg was a 
little easier, but trade was slow there. Bide 
for Manitoba wheat were lower than Tues 
day. Cash houses did not try to do much 
business here, as the future markets were 
closed. Tuesday there was quite a good ex- 
port business reported as the result of low- 
ered freight rates and the break in prices for 
cash corn in this country. However, ex- 
porters reported the general situation in corn 
as unfavorable so far as any general export 
business is concerned. 


Country Offers Corn Freely. 


Nearly all reports from the country indicate 3 
willingness to sell corn on the part of farmers, the

Profits of the National Biscuit company

year also cropped the extra dividend of 2 per 
tent on the common stock. To have paid it 
would have left a surplus of about % of 1 
per cent. The annual statement makes no 
explanation of the decline in the company’s 
business. The common stock, however, has 
moved down with the fortunes of the com- 
pany and closed Tuesday at 119, against the 
high in 1912 of 161%. It is now only five 
points above the lowest price in 1912. 

It becomes a matter of interest to note that 
the largest Chicago stockholder, his shares 
reaching about 18.000. began to sell out in 
the latter part of 1912. He must have had 
foreknowledge of the way things were drift-

around 140. 

The company now has more competition of 
the live sort than it has had since its organ- 
ation.

Bank Directors Improve. 


Controller of the Currency Murray announces he 
fe much pleased with the success achieved in in- 
teresting directors of banks im their duty. He 
says his appeal to bank officials to show more 
Interest in the actual operations of their inetitu- 
tions, and not to leave the details entirely in the 
hands of employés, has met with a ready response. 

As one means of centering the attention of direc- 
tors, the controller devised a system of directors’ 
reports, to be filed with the controller. Concern- 
ing this Mr. Murray says: 

National bank directors are now making real 
examinations. Last year the controller asked all 
the national banks outside of the reserve cities to 
furnish his office with copies of reports made by 
their examining committees. These reports were 
very carefully checked up, and when they showed 
the examinations to be incomplete instructions 
were given to the directors as to the ways they 
should be made. The examiners were also asked 
to take this matter up with the directors, and to 
furnish them with such informa ion as they might 
desire. 

‘ As a result of the campaign of education car- 
ried on by the controlier’s office within the last 
year more than 90 per cent of the reports now 
being received are found to cover practically every 
essential point in the banks’ examinations and 
the percentage of satisfactory reports is becoming 
greater every day.’
